EUROPEAN DIPLOMACY IN A TAXGLE. 


(Kansas City Times.) 


The situation in Morocco is the most dangerous ques- 


tion European diplomacy has had to face for some time. 
As indicated by Mr. Asquith in the British house of com- 
mons yesterday an indiscretion on the part of any of 
the powers involved might bring matters to a crisis. 


Judged hy ordinary commercial standards'the prob- 


lem is a simple one. Morocco's government is unstable, 
therefore foreign interests need protection. 
France and 


Great Britain share about equally 75 per-cent of the con- 
trol of Moroccan trade. 
Spain has a smaller commer- 


cial interest, but has greater politico-geographical claims 
on the country. 
Germany controls less than 10 per 


cent of the trade. 
It would not take one good business 


head many days to apportion the "influence" and re- 
sponsibility of the powers in Morocco, even to th'e point 
of providing for an eventual partition of the country. 


This is what was attempted by the Algeciras confer- 


ence. But diplomats are not business men and the task 
is now known to have been further complicated by the 
fact thai France and Spain were all the time in treaty 
for an agreement since consummated which virtually 
makes arrangements for the partition of Morocco be- 
tween these two countries. 
If Great Britain had de- 


sired to acquire territory the discovery of the Franco- 
Spanish agreement might have caused immediate trou- 
ble. 
But..politically, Great Britain is. by the possession 


of Gibraltar, already compensated for such a. partition 
of Morocco.

'practical administration, and revenue 
returns. 


"The Eastern Central group differs 


from the Middle Atlantic group in 
using much more extensively the gen- 
eral property tax for state revenue. 
"Wisconsin alone approaches a separa- 
tion of sources of revenue, and its spe- 
cial taxes ylrld sufficient revenue for 
ordinary state expenses. Ohio applies 
special taxes and the general property 
tax to the same corpora tions for state 
purposes. 
Indiana and Illinois levy 


praotlcally no special taxes on corpora- 
tions. 


To Have Physical Valuations. 


"Michigan and Wisconsin make elab- 


orate physical valuation of steam and 
street railway property, which, with 
earning cap.HCity. forms the basis of 
state administered ad valorem taxes. 
Reversing the tendency almost uni- 
versal 
elsewhere, these two states 


have, with respect to the taxation or 
railroads, gone from the modern gross 
earnings method to the ad valorem tax. 
They also use extensively the "aver- 
age rate" method, i. e., applying to 
certain public-service corporations a 
rate which i* the average of the atate 
and various local rates. 


"All of this group exempt shares ot 


stock in the hands of holders, when the 
corporate property is taxed. 


"Wisconsin derives about 71 per 


-cent of its total state taxes from cor- 
porations; Ohio. 52 per cent; Indiana, 
19 per cent; Illinois, 34 per cent. In 
Michigan, revenue from special cor- 
poration taxes is applied entirely to 
the school fund, and equals about 45 
per cent of the total taxes collected by 
the state. The entire real and person- 
al property of Wisconsin is annually 
valued £or st:ite purposes by a state 
commission. 


"The constitutions of three states in 


this group, namely, Ohio, Indiana, and 
Illinois, prohibit the exemption of cor- 
porate property from the general prop- 
trty tax. Railroad and insurance com 
panies are among the heaviest tax- 
payers in.this group. 


"This part also includes two tables, 


in which the corporate taxes thus far 
covered are brought together in tabu- 
lar form. Such a condensation of the 
tax systems of 17 states U necessarily 
very rough, but, on the other hand, 
very Interesting in showing the gen- 
eral outlines of the systems side by 
side. These 17 states embrace nearly 
one-half the population of the coun- 
try, and probably much mor» than 
one-half of its corporate activity.

It fixes the amount upon which to* 
state collects taxes on, corporate 
earnings an-d capital stock and has 
supervisory and administrative au- 
thority over local officials, with ad- 
ditional power to change local as- 
sessments upon its own initiative.

Peculiar to Wisconsin is the fixing,

The physical valuation,' together 


with the average nrarktt prices of 
the securities, forms the basis for 
determining as an entirety the true 
value of each eteam and street rail- 
road within the state..

centralized. County supervisors are 
under the direct control of the state 
tax commission. 
These supervisors 


direct the attention of county boards 
to omitted or undervalued property, 
said they have power to cause the re- 
moval of local assessors. Local as- 
sessments, -however, can 
not be 


changed by the tax commission, ex- 
cept upon appeal. 


An independent state assessment 


of all property is made annually by 


the state tax commission. Records 
of realty sales as reported by the 
commission's agents and assessed 
valuation of property conveyed form 
the basis of real-estate valuations. 
Personal property is independently 
valued by county supervisor!. This 
assessment serves for the state levy 
on general property and also as the 
bsels for ascertaining the average 
rate of taxation. Sines 1901 state 
assessments have each year greatly 


exceeded the total of local 
m«nts.
